One of the five guns is loaded with 


After the execulipn, 
each member of the firing squad main- 
tains that he held the gun "with the 
blanks." 


The prisoner is Jed across the court- 


yard and the black death cap is plac- 
ed over his head before he comes in 
sight of the wall. He is then taken 
to "the spot." and sealed in an qr- 
dirnary wooden arm chare. His ankles 
and wrists are bound. A physician lo- 
cates his heart, pins a litlle target 
over it, and in a moment the order is 
given to fire.

thorities, that little attention was giv- 
en to locating the heart of one man.
